Washington, February 15.—()— 
The text of France's reply ‘to the 
American proposal for a supplemen- 
tary naval arms conference at Geneva, 
made public tonight by tle state de- 


partment follows: 

“The American government has been 
good enough to dddress to the signa- 
tories of the naval convention of 
Washington of 1922 and as one of 
them to the French government a 
memorandum proposing to negotiate 
at Geneva between the five powers, 
disinteresting themselves from the 
geueral work of the reduction of 
armaments carried on for the last ten 
months by the preparatory commis- 
sion of disarmament an agreement 
With a view to limiting from now on 
naval armament for the categories of 
vessels which are not included in the 
treaty of ‘Washington. 

Appreciates Lofty Aim. 

“The French government wishes 
first of all to say how much it ap- 
preciates the lofty aim of the Ameri- 
can note. The generous idealism 
which inspires it is in accordance 
with its own views. No power could 
be more appreciative of the noble 
initiative of President Coolidge than 
France, which never ceases to give 
proofs of her resolutely pacific will. 

“It desires equally to show how 
much it has appreciated the friendly 
attention of the federal government in 
leaving its proposals flexible in an 
endeavor to take into account the 
special conditions and requirements of 
the continental powers. The American 
government has thus shown that it is 
quite; aware of the very clear position 
taken by the French government in 
the question of naval disarmament. 
It will therefore not be astonished to 
see French opinion preoccupied with 
its duties as a member of the League 
of Nations and with its moral obliga- 
tions tuward all the powers which 
forin part of it. 

“On its part the government of the 
republic would have been happy to be 
able to adhere to these proposals with- 
out reserve and the entire French na- 
tion would have congratulated itself 


}on seeing the two countries again as- 
| sociated in an enterprise so consistent 


with their common traditions. But an 
attentive study of the American pro- 
posals has convinced the government 
of the republic that in their present 
form they risk compromising the suc- 
cess of the task already commenced 
at Geneva with the active help of. the 
representatives of the American gov- 
ernment. 
Duties of League. 

“Article eight of the covenant of 
the ‘League of Nations had made the 
general limitation of armaments one 
of the essential duties of the league. 
Without doubt in 1921 the powers 


'to whom the United States are today 


appealing already united their efforts 
to realize by themselves a limitation 
of naval armaments. At the time it 
took place the calling of the Wash- 
ington conference was fully justified 
but circumstances today are different. 
rt League of Nations has begun its 
task. 


The conclusion of an ‘arms traffic 
convention, the elaboration of a con- 
vention on the private manufacture of 
war maierials. The convocation finally

“Without doubt the American gov- 
ernment is not thinking of withdraw- 
ing from the task undertaken, the ef- 
ficient collaboration which for nearly 
a year its delegates have contributed. 
It promises on the contrary to con- 
tinue it. But its proposal has never- 
theless for practical result to divest 
the preparatory commission of an 
essential question which figures on its 
program; to constitute on the side a 
special conference in which only a 
few powers should participate and 
whose decisions under penalty of be- 
ing vain must at least in their prin- 
ciples be later recognized as valid 
by powers which would not have been 
admitied to discuss them. 

_ “To decide today without consult- 
ing the League of Nations and deter- 
mine method and to seek a partial so- 
lution of the problems; in preoccupy- 


ing oneself with maintaining the actual’ 


existing situation, rather than in de- 
termining the conditions proper to en- 
sure the security of each one; to 
limit, besides, this effort of a few pow- 
ers would be both to weaken the au- 
thority of the League of Nations, so 
essential to the peace of the world, and 
to injure the principle of the equality 
of states which is at the very base 
of the covenant of Geneva and to 
which on its part the French govern- 
meut remains firmly attached. 
Rule of League. 

“The principle of the equality of the 
powers, great or small, is one of the 
recognized rules of the League of Na- 
tions. Technical committees have met,

Two General Principles. 

“On the one hand that one can 
undertake to limit naval armame 
without takin: into consideration 
solutions proposed for land and 
armaments; on the other hand 
pecially from the naval point of vi 
that the limitation of gree ees ' 
only result from the attribution 
any one power of a global tonn 
that it remains free to divide acco 
ing to the sense of its necessities, 

“The American proposal sets as 
immediately these two principles wh 
would have for consequence that ft 
French government, which has tal 
its stand before all the nations rep 
sented at Geneva, could only adopt 
by abandonment of its point of vie 
It would thus contradict itself w 
publicly recanting. ; 

“The method proposed, would it 
at least of a kind to obtain the looke 
for result? The precedent of the Ro 
conference in 1924 does not permit 
hoping so. This conference in f: 
did not succeed in having adopted 
the powers not represented at Wa: 
ington the principles which there h 
been established for battleships, st 
less in having them extended to 
other categories of vessels. These po 
ers would not be less mindful of th 
own interests (?) that they were ask 
again to accept principles resulti 
from decisions which would have be 
decided upon without them. 

No Practical Result. 

“This last objection has witho 
doubt been considered by the Amerie 
government and if it has thoug 
necessary to set it aside it is 
reason of its opinion that if the pri 
lems of disarmament are not disso 
ated there is no hope for a practic 
result in the near future.

Such a move, it was added, would also

In view of the French attitude, of- 
ficial attention was centered on Italy’s 
reply.

As Japanese acceptance seems offi- 
cially assured and British acceptance 
has been forecast, the four-power pos- 
sibility is already taking shape in of- 
ficial quarters. If examination of the 
replies of the other three powers 
leaves any hope for attempting to 29 
on without France, it seems wholly 
probable that such a suggestion will be 
forthcoming from Washington. Some 
officials believe there are elements in 
the European political situation which 
might contribute to success of such e 
move. | 

Compliments Coolidge. 

The French note, polite in_ tone, 
opened with an expression of French 
apreciation of “the noble initiative 
of President Coolidge” as well as re- 
assertion of the “pacific will” of 
France. Appreciation of the Ameri- 
can proposal to leave its proposals 
“flexible in an endeavor to take into 
account the special conditions and re- 
quirements of the continental powers” 
also was expressed. 

Article eight of the league cove- 
nant, it was pointed out, however, 
made general arms limitation “‘one of 
the essential duties of the league” with 
its fulfillment, culminating in creation 
of the Geneva preparatory commission. 
The new American proposal, it was 
added, would divest the commission 
“of an essential question which fig- 
ures on its program” to create “on the 
side” a conference of a few powers. 

Would Weaken League. 

From this viewpoint it was as- 
serted that the American proposal 
would weaken authority of the league, 
“sg essential to the peace of the 
world,” and injure the printiple of 
eequality of powers “great or small* 
to which the league is pledged. 

For herself, France reaffirmed the 
position stated at Washington and 
again at Geneva for limitation by 
“slobal tonnage” under which each 
power retained freedom to divide an 
agreed total tonnage limit into such 
classes of ships as “the sense of its 
necessities’ dictated. The French 
position that land, sea and air arma- 
ments must be considered jointly, also 
is reaffirmed. 

In conclusion, the French reply chal- 
lenged the American expressed belief 
that there is no hore of early practi- 
cal results from the preparatory con- 
ference. On the contrary, it said, pro- 
vided other powers bring to those ne- 
gotiations like France, “a firm re- 
solve to succeed,” there would be “se- 
rious chances” of the successful ar- 
rangement for a general conference of 
disarmament. 


DISARMAMENT SOLUTION 
DELAY IS PREDICTED. 
Washington, February 15.—(United

Kellogg declared that the league has

“Our proposal is made because we 


recognize that the disarmament prob- 
lem is exceedingly difficult to solve 
and if naval, land and air disarma- 
ment are to be considered as one prob- 
lem applying to all the nations of the 
world a solution will hardly be reach- 
ed for years to come,” Kellogg said in 
a statement. “It is true that Article 
8 of the covenant entrusts the prob- 
lem’ of disarmament to the league. 
Nothing was done, however, except at 
the Washington conference. 

“The limitation of naval armament 
is a concrete proposition applying to 
the five powers and can be disposed of 
at the Geneva conference without in- 
terfering at all with the work and 
without in any way binding other 
powers. 

“I very much hope that before the 
Geneva conference is ended the French 
government lends its aid to the con- 
summation of such an agreement.” 

Kellogg explained that he had not 
had time to study the French note 
carefully.

ITS WAY UPWARD. 

New Orleans, February 15.—(4)— 
The cotton market bulged today under 
the steady pumping of Liverpool trade 
influences, and the belief that even 
should the McNary-Haugen bill ex- 
pire under the veto, prices would be 
influenced for the better, because farm- 
ers would be forced to decrease ac- 
reage. 

Pin pricks of profit taking and 
scalpers selling had little effect on the 
upward bulge and the close was steady 
with a net advance for the day of 22 
to 25 points.

By applying it to one well «ring 
the week end, which had been pro- 
ducing 3,600 barrels a day, it in- 
creased the well’s flow 3,000 barrels. 
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BEGINNING 10 MOVE: 


Fifty and a half million bushels of! 
potatoes have been reserved for seed | 
for the coming season, the Atlanta 
branch of the federal bureau of agri- 
culture declares today, in its weekly 
market report. This is about 15 per 
cent more than was set aside for 
planting last year, it was stated. 

Around 52,000,000 bushels have 
been saved for food in the locality 
where grown, which is a little below 
the quantity reserved for that purpose 
last season, it was further stated. 

Combined carload shipments from 
the late potato territory to January 
1. was 100,500 cars, which was about 
the same as last year, the report point- 
ed out. By February 12, however, 
these 35 states registéred a net in- 
crease of almost 5,000 cars over move- 
ment to the same time last year, 

With new potatoes coming in, the 
outlook is for rather heavier ship- 
ments from now to the end of the 
season, with possibly no great ad- 
vance in price of old potatoes, the re- 

‘port said. Some rumors are heard, it 
was further stated, “to the effect that 
southern states outside of Texas and 
Florida, may not plant so heavily as 
Jast year and in that event northern 
stocks should have a better outlet.” 

“Signs of approaching spring were 
appearing in the produce market,” the 
report said. “Very light express 
shipments of asparagus were moving, 
and Florida tomatoes were becoming 
an feature in some cities, Points on 
the east coast of Florida started 110 
cars of tomatoes during the week as 
against only nine during the same 
period last year.” Florida also 
shipped during the week 415 cars of 
eelery as against 115 from California. 

South Carolipa shipped 100 cars of 
spinach last w@@k while Texas, hinder- 
ed by cold, rainy weather, forwarded 
130 cars as against 530 the week be- 
fore, Florida cabbage shipments were 
reported to be fast increasing, but 
recent cold spells damaged the crop, 
thus probably reducing the season's 
output by one-fourth. 

While Arizona was reported to have 
more than 7,000 acres in spring let- 
tuee as againse 1.800 last year, South 
Carolina's acreage this vear has been 
eut in two, the present estimate be- 
ing 730. Sonth Carolina shipped 375 
ears of lettuce during April and May 
last year and 740 in the spring of 
1925, the report said.
